Lookout Mountain stands like a glim 
sentinel, stern and unyielding us fate, 
keeping watch and ward over u little 
city nestling in the valley at its foot, 
ufanert- pin-hole on the tfiap, hut, as we 
spell out its name from our perch on the 
mountain side, and, with memory's 
magic vvainl, call to our im-utol »Isiou 

four years of our country’s life, how it 
grows upon us. Its boundaries enclose 
the continent ; its history is world wide. 

The student lingers in its shadow, and 
the historian, poet ami painter find an 
inspiration in the mention id its name— 
Chattanooga. 

Comrades, this is sacred as well as 
classie ground; tread softly ami with 
uncovered head, for your feet are resting 
on Gods own recruiting ground. On 
this spot multitudes of till* best id His 
creation put on their ascension robes, 
and the “tups" that sounded in their 
blyOLac here melted away into a celestial 
‘•reveille," whose notes awakened them 
on His eternal camping-ground. They 
left with us their memory, sweet, sad 
and glorious. We gave to them the 
wreath of Immortelles, fragrant with 
our affect ion and bedewed with our tears. 
Lookout Mountain, Chattanooga, Mission 
Ridge, trinity of terrors in '(KI. monu¬ 
ments to men's heroism in all after 
time. 

Un the morning of November ‘24, 1K(*.:1, 
the rebel tlag floated from its staff on 
the summit of Lookout. The next morn¬ 
ing the stars and stripes looked down on 
us in the valley from the same spot. 
Mission Ridge, just beyond, was de¬ 
stined, la-fore the sun went down, to 
discard the colors of treason and take 
its place under the emblem of royalty, 
borne by the boys iu blue. 

During the year just passed, Buel, 
with our Army of tho Cumberland, had 
pushed Bragg with his rebel army from 
the Ohio River, aud fought and w hipped 
him at T’erryville, where his successor, 
Rpsecrans, assumed command and drove 
him across the Cumberland River and 
through Nashville, fought him a two 
days’ battle at Nolansville, whipped him 
soundly at Stone River, capturing Mur¬ 
freesboro, and sent him flying- over the 
Cumberland Mountains and across the 
Tennessee River, and map.euvred him 
out of Chattanooga. 

Ip order to hold the town, he was 
compelled to fight the historic battle of 
Chicamauga, September It* and 20. We 
held it until November 2"> following, but 
it was the most difficult territory to hold 
that*had ever coipe into our possession ;

Our command bivouacked that night 
iu a fringe of timber near the foot of the 
Ridge, and our orders the only ones 
received by us In title Fight, from its 
commencement to its finish were as 
follows: "The sigiyil for your attack 
will be six guns from Orchard Knob. 
You are to charge ami take the first line 
of works, ut the foot of the Ridge?' 

The battle to as opened in the morning 
by HvK»ker on our right, whose columns 
were thrown repeatedly cgalnst the 
rebel left, with a view to doubling it 
back, but without success. Bragg 
feared just such a move and was pre¬ 
pared for it. Sherman, at the same 
time attacked the enemy’s right, but the 
difficulties in his front were insurmount¬ 
able, and he could only hold them with 
a giant's grip and prevent any troops 
being sebt to reinforce the centre. 

The battle raged on both thinks the 
entire forenoon; noon passed and still 
we, in thefcentre, were standing in- line 
waitingvfor the signal. At about 3.30 
in the afternoon, a shot from our left and 
rear whizzed over our heads and struck 
near th^ top of the Ridge, and tjie Army 
of the Cumberland had thrown down its 
gage of battle. "Boys, that’s Orchard 
Knob." No need for the order, "At¬ 
tention, men!” We were in line In an 
instant, waiting for the last shot. It 
seemed an age, and only twelve seconds 
of time intervened between shots num¬ 
bers one and six. Belts were tightened, 
cartridge boxes hitched a little further 
to the front, and cap-box covers were 
loosened. With shot No. - r », the order 
“Forward!" rang out, and the order 
"March !’’ accompanied the whizzing of 
No. 6. 

A minute took us through the fringe 
of timber, and then came the expected 
final order, "Double quick, charge!" 
and the whole line dashed forward over 
the open plain toward the Ridge. In¬ 
stantly the mountaiuslde became vol¬ 
canic; the troops in the three lines of 
works poured into us volley after volley 
of musketry,,and thirty pieces of artillery 
on the crest rained shot and shell upon 
us. Men went down on the right and on 
the left; we were rushing through the 
valley of death, but there was no halt in 
the line and no shot fired by us until we 
had reached the first line, aud the enemy 
was retreating to their next, when we 
baited and poured into them a murder¬ 
ous musketry fire. We had taken the 
first line of works, and had left behind 
us on that grassy plain, tinted with the 
variegated hues of the Southern autumn.
